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PREFACE. 


The  following  publication  of  the  School  Law  of  Colo- 
rado is  made  in  compliance  with  section  nine  of  the  same. 
Such  portion  of  the  Land  Law  as  relates  to  the  school 
lands,  and  a  resume  of  the  laws  concerning  the  Agricultu- 
ral College  and  the  State  Unversity,  are  added,  as  being 
closely  connected  with  the  interests  of  our  Public  Schools. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  people  of  the  State  should 
become  as  conversant  as  possible  with  the  provisions  of 
law  concerning  all  our  State  educational  interests  and  in- 
stitutions ;  hence  it  is  thought  best  to  make  the  pamphlet 
of  School  Laws  as  complete  as  possible.

AN    ACT 


TO  ESTABLISH  AND    MAINTAIN  A  SYSTEM 
OF  FREE  SCHOOLS. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Col- 
orado : 

STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Section   i.    The  Superintendent  of  Public    Instruction, 
the  Secretary  of  State  and  Attorney  General,  shall  consti-  constituted! 
tute  a  State  Board  of  Education,  of  which  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Public  Instruction  shall  be  president. 

Sec.  2.     The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  meet  at  the 

r-  •       t-\  Meetings  and 

State  capitol  on  the  last  Saturday  in  December,  in  each  year,  powers. 
and  at  such  other  time  and  places,  as  may  by  them  be  deemed 
necessary,  and  shall  have  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  regu- 
lations not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  its  own  government, 
and  for  the  government  of  public  schools. 

Sec.   3.     The  Board  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue,, 

^  L  btate    diplomas, 

State  diplomas  to  such  professional  teachers  as  may  be  found,  [|^f0,n  issued' 
upon  examination,  or  by  diplomas  from  other  States  requir- 
ing similar  qualifications,  to  possess  the  requisite  scholarship 
and  culture,  and  who  may  also  exhibit  satisfactory  evidence 
of  an  unexceptional  moral  character,  and  of  eminent  profes- 
sional experience  and  ability,  and  who  have  taught  for  two 
years  in  the  State.  All  such  diplomas  shall  be  countersigned 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  shall 
supercede  the  necessity  of  any  and  all  other  examinations 
of  persons  holding  the  same  by  county,  city  or  local  exam- 
iners;  and   such    diplomas   shall    be   valid   in  any  county, 
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city,  town  or  district  in  the  State,  during  the  life -time  of  the 
holder,  unless  revoked  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Grade*  of  dipio-  Sec.  4.  The  diplomas  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation shall  be  of  two  grades.  The  first  grade  shall  be  evi- 
dence of  the  fitness  of  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  the 
high  schools  of  the  State;  and  the  second  grade  shall  be 
evidence  of  the  fitness  of  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  any 
of  the  schools  in  the  State,  of  a  lower  grade  than  the  high 
school. 


How  revoked. 


When  elected, 


Sec.  5.  The  State  Board  of  Education  may  at  any  time 
revoke  a  State  diploma,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
holder  thereof  has  become  unworthy  the  same;  Provided, 
that  before  revoking  any  such  diploma,  the  holder  thereof 
shall  have  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  to  appear  before  the 
State  Board,  and  refute  any  charges  brought  against  him. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Sec.  6.  At  the  general  election,  to  be  held  in  the  year 
tenure  of  office,  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
and  every  two  years  thereafter,  a  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
from  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  next  after  his  election, 
and  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Oath  and  bond  Sec  7'  Before  entering  upon  his  duties  he  shall  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  shall  also  execute  a  bond,  in  the  penalty  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  State  of  Colorado,  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  State  Auditor,  condi- 
tioned upon  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  and 
the  delivery  to  his  successor,  of  all  books,  papers,  docu- 
ments and  other  property  belonging  to  the  office.  Said  bond 
and  oath  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec  8.     He  shall   have  an  office  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
where,  duties,    ment,  where  shall  be  kept  an  official  seal,  and  all  books  and 
papers  appertaining  to  the  business  of  his  office.     He  shall 
file  all  papers,  reports  and  public  documents  transmitted  to 
him  by  the  school  officers  of  the  several  counties,  each  year 
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separately,  and  hold  the  same  in  readiness  to  be  exhibited 
to  the  Governor,  or  to  any  committee  of  either  house  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Copies  of  all  papers  filed  in  his  office, 
and  his  official  acts  may  be  certified  by  him,  and  when  so 
certified,  shall  be  evidence  equally  and  in  like  manner  as  the 
original  papers. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
County  Superintendents  and  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
State.  He  shall  prepare,  have  printed  and  furnish  to  all 
officers  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  laws  relating 
to  public  schools  and  to  teachers,  such  blank   forms,  and  Duties   to  pre-

But  he  shall  not  copy-right  such  forms,  nor  be  directly  or  school  law. 
indirectly  compensated  by  reason  of  the  sale  thereof.  He 
shall  have  the  laws  relating  to  public  schools  printed  in 
pamphlet  form,  and  annexed  thereto,  forms  for  making 
reports  and  conducting  school  business,  and  shall  supply 
school  officers,  school  libraries  and  State  libraries  with  a 
copy  each.  Said  printing  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  printing 
fund,  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor,  on  bills  approved  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  attested  by 
Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  Decern- Biennial  report, 
ber,  in  every  year  preceding  that  in  which  shall  be  held  a fo "what^urpos^ 
regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  report  to  the°° 
Governor,  the  condition  of  the  public  schools,  the  amount 
of  State  school  fund  apportioned,  and  sources  from  which 
derived,  with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  relat- 
ing to  the  affairs  of  his  office,  as  he  may  think  proper  to 
communicate.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  visit  annually,  such 
counties  in  the  State  as  most  need  his  personal  attendance, 
and  all  counties  if  practicable,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
the  schools,  awakening  and  guiding  public  sentiment  in  rela- 
tion to  the  practical  interests  of  education,  and  diffusing  as 
widely  as  possible,  by  public  addresses  and  personal  com- 
munication with  school  teachers  and  parents,  a  knowledge 
of  existing  defects,  and  of  desirable  improvements  in  the 
government  and  instruction  of  the  schools;  and  he  shall 
open  such  correspondence  as  may  enable  him  to  obtain  all 
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necessary  information  relating  to  the  system  of  public  schools 
in  other  states;  and  he  shall  receive  out  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury, for  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  and  other 
expenses  while  traveling  on  the  business  of  the  depart- 
ment, not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
for  which  he  shall  render  an  itemized  bill  to  the  Auditor  of 
State,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  there- 
for; and  an  office,  fuel,  furniture,  postage,  books,  stationery 
and  other  contingent  expenses  pertaining  to  his  office,  shall 
be  furnished  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  the  other 
departments  of  the  State  government.

Sec.  13.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  at  the 
general  election  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-seven,  and  bienially  thereafter,  a  County  Super- 
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intendent  of  Public  Schools,  who  shall  take  office  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  January  next  succeeding  that  in  which 
such  election  shall  be  held.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  he 
shall  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  and  exe- 
cute a  bond  payable  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Colorado, 
with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  in  penalty  of  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  said 
Board,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office  and  the  delivery  of  all  moneys  and 
property  as  such  Superintendent  to  his  successors,  which 
bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk. 

Sec.  14.  Should  the  Superintendent-elect  fail  to  qualify 
as  aforesaid,  or  should  there  occur  a  vacancy  in  said  office, 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall,  at   their  next  County  commis-

and  responsibilities  of  teachers.     If  the  applicant  is  to  teach

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such  additional  branches  of  study  as  are  to  be  pursued  in 
such  school.  If  satisfied  of  the  competency  to  teach,  and 
of  the  good  moral  character  of  the  applicant,  he  shall  give 
such  applicant  a  certificate,  as  provided  in  the  following 
section. 

Grades  of  certif-  Sec.  i  6.  The  certificates  issued  by  the  County  Superin- 
temporaryew  s'  tendents  shall  be  of  three  grades  distinguished  as  first,  sec- 
ond and  third.  The  first  grade  certificate  shall  be  valid  for 
two  years ;  the  second  grade  for  one  year,  the  third  grade 
for  six  months.  A  County  Superintendent  may  renew  a 
certificate  of  the  first  grade  by  endorsing  such  renewal 
thereon.  It  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  law  to  grant  a 
certificate  of  either  of  the  above  named  grades  without  first 
examining  the  candidate  thoroughly  in  all  the  branches,  as 
specified  in  section  fifteen  of  this  act.  The  Superintendent 
may,  however,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of  competency, 
issue  a  temporary  certificate,  which  shall  be  valid  only  until 
the  next  regular  examination,  at  which  time  the  holder  of 
such  temporary  certificate  shall  appear  for  a  complete  exam- 
ination as  aforesaid.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  renew  a  tem- 
porary certificate  nor  to  grant  a  second  one  to  the  same 
person.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  an  official  record, 
in  a  suitable  book,  of  the  persons  so  examined,  containing 
the  name,  age,  nativity,  date  of  examination,  and  grade  of 
certificate  issued. 

Deputy  Sec.   17.     If  for  any  cause  the  Superintendent  is  unable 

to  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  may  appoint  a  dep- 
uty, who  shall  take  the  usual  oath  or  affirmation  of  office, 
and  who  may  exercise  all  the  functions  of  County  Superin- 
tendent, but  such  deputy  shall  draw  no  salary  from  the 
public  fund  ;  Provided,  That  the  Superintendent  may  receive 
a  per  diem  for  the  service  of  such  deputy.

County  Commissioners  with  a  written  notice  to  report 
within  ten  days,  and  having  failed  to  do  so,  forfeit  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100),  which  sum  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  may  deduct  from  any  money  due 
him.

UNIVERSITY. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  is  declared  to  be  "  To  provide  the  best  and 
most  efficient  means  of  imparting  to  young  men  and 
women,  on  equal  terms,  a  liberal  education."  The  course 
of  study  shall  begin  in  its  collegiate  and  scientific  depart- 
ments, at  the  points  where  the  same  are  completed  in  high 
schools. 

The  University  shall  never  be  under  the  control  of  any 
religious  or  irreligious  society. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  is  vested  in  six  Regents,  two  of  whom 
are  elected  biennially,  and  who  hold  office  six  years.  The 
President  is  chosen  by  the  Regents,  and  when  elected  he 
is  ex  officio  President  of  the  Board,  but  has  no  vote  except 
in  case  of  a  tie. 

The  Regents  have  absolute  control  of  the  University, 
financially  and  educationally,  only  they  cannot  run  it  in 
debt. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

Section  twelve  provides  that  "The  University  shall  in- 
clude a  classical,  philosophical,  normal,  scientific,  law,  and 
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such  other  departments,  with  such  courses  of  instruction 
and  elective  studies  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may  deter, 
mine,  and  a  department  of  physical  sciences  ;  *  *  *  * 
and  the  Board  of  Regents  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  establish  a  preparatory  department.  *  *  *  " 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  require 
the  Regents  to  establish  the  several  departments  other 
than  the  normal  and  preparatory,  as  herein  provided,  until 
such  time  as  in  their  judgment  the  wants  and  necessities 
of  the  people  require  it. 

SUPPORT. 

A  State  tax  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  is  ordered  for  sup- 
port of  the  University.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
University  lands  are  to  be  invested  in  United  States  bonds, 
and  only  the  interest  expended. 


AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE. 

OBJECT. 

"To  afford  thorough  instruction  in  agriculture  and  the 
natural  sciences  connected  therewith.  *  *  *  *  The 
Institution  shall  combine  phyiscal  with  intellectual  educa- 
tion, and  shall  be  a  high  seminary  of  learning,  in  which 
the  graduates  of  the  common  school,  of  both  sexes,  can 
*  *  *  pursue  *  *  *  a  course  of  study  terminating 
in  thorough  theoretical  and  practical  instruction  in  those 
arts  and  sciences  which  bear  directly  upon  agriculture  and 
kindred  industrial  pursuits.  Full  course  of  study  *  *  * 
shall  embrace  not  less  than  four  years." 

Labor  on  the  College  farm,  three  hours  per  day,  will  be 
required  of  all  students. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  College  is  under  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of 
Agriculture  in  all  respects.     This  Board  consists  of  eight 
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members,  two  of  whom  are  appointed  biennially  by  the 
Governor;  and  the  Governor  and  the  President  of  the  Col- 
lege are  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board. 

SUPPORT. 

A  State  tax  of  one-tenth  of  one  mill  is  ordered  for 
maintenance  of  the  College.  The  interest  on  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  "Agricultural  College  lands"  is  also 
devoted  to  same  purpose.

RECORDS  AND  REPORTS. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  will  furnish  to 
school  officers  and  teachers  such  blank  forms  and  books 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The 
report  of  each  district  should  be  accurately  made  out  and 
promptly  filed  with  the  County  Superintendent ;  otherwise 
the  Secretary  is  to  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  to  make  good  all  losses  resulting  to  the  district  from 
such  failure.  By  his  neglect  to  file  it  as  required,  the  dis- 
trict may  lose  its  share  of  the  county  school  money,  ap- 
portioned by  the  County  Superintendent.  The  Secretary 
should  preserve  a  copy  of  all  the  reports  made  to  the 
County  Superintendents. 

To  ascertain  the  average  compensation  of  male  teachers 
per  month,  divide  the  aggregate  amount  paid  them  (male 
teachers)  for  teaching  during  the  year,  as  shown  by  the 
books  of  the  district  treasurer,  by  the   whole   number  of 
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male  teachers,  and  the  result  by  the  number  of  months  the 
school  has  been  taught,  which  can  be  determined  from  the 
teachers'  register.  For  instance:  Three  male  teachers  have 
been  paid  the  aggregate  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
for  teaching  eight  months,  being  an  average  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  divide  by  the  number  of  months,  and 
we  have  seventy-five  dollars  as  the  average  per  month. 
Make  a  similar  computation  for  female  teachers.  To  as- 
certain the  average  cost  of  tuition  for  each  pupil  per 
month,  add  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  school  the  in- 
terest at  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  value  of  the  school 
property  owned  by  the  district ;  divide  the  whole  amount 
by  the  average  daily  attendance,  and  the  result  by  the 
number  of  months  the  school  has  been  taught. 

To  ascertain  the  average  attendance  of  male  pupils, 
divide  the  sum  of  the  days  they  have  been  present  by  the 
number  of  days  the  school  has  been  taught.  For  instance  : 
The  teachers'  registers  show  to  have  been  present  one 
hundred  and  twenty  male  pupils,  and  the  school  has  been 
taught  ninety  days;  they  have  been  present  from  seventy 
to  ninety  days  each,  and  the  sum  total  of  the  days  they 
have  been  present  is  ten  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty 
(instead  of  ten  thousand  eight  hundred,  as  it  would  have 
been  if  they  had  all  attended  regularly),  which  divided  by 
ninety,  the  number  of  days  the  school  has  been  taught, 
and  the  result  is  one  hundred  and  fourteen  as  the  average 
attendance,  one  hundred  and  twenty  being  the  number  en 
rolled.      Make  a  similar  computation  for  female  pupils. 

The  Superintendent  ol  Public  Instruction  will  also  furn- 
ish the  County  Superintendents  with  blanks  for  their  annual 
reports. 

Unless  these  reports  are  accurate  and  complete,  they 
afford  but  little  satisfaction.  If  the  teacher's  daily  register 
is  properly  kept,  and  the  monthly  statement  or  term  report 
is  regularly  transmitted  to  the  district  secretary,  there  can 
be  no  difficulty  in  making  a  correct  annual  report. 
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Remarks. — Every  school  district  should  have  a  register 
ruled  in  form  similar  to  the  foregoing,  sufficiently  large  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  district  at  least  ten  years. 

In  the  registry  of  names  care  should  be  taken  to  arrange 
them  alphabetically,  the  sexes  separate.  At  the  opening 
of  a  term  of  school  this  book  may  be  placed  in  the 
teacher's  charge,  who  should  record  the  names,  &c,  of  the 
pupils  as  they  enter  the  school,  taking  care  that  no  name 
is  twice  entered  during  a  school  year.  Since  the  school 
year  begins  September  1st,  a  new  registry  of  names  should 
be  commenced  on  that  day,  even  though  the  school  is  in 
the  middle  of  a  term,  which  registry  should  be  continued 
until  August  31st. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  the  teacher  should  transfer 
from  the  daily  register  to  this  annual  register  the  number 
of  days  that  each  pupil  attended  school  during  the  month 
then  past.  The  district  secretary  should  refuse  to  counter- 
sign the  warrant  for  the  last  month's  pay  due  a  teacher  if 
this  register  is  not  returned  to  him  duly  filled  and  certi- 
fied to. 

If  this  course  is  adhered  to,  teachers  may  be  changed 
and  secretaries  resign,  yet  the  record  will  be  complete. 

In  this  same  register  may  also  be  kept  the  names  of  the 
children  in  the  district  between  the  ages  of  6  and  21,  as 
returned  by  the  district  secretary  each  year. 

This  register  should  also  show  the  names  of  the  differ- 
ent teachers  employed  each  year,  and  the  length  of  time 
each  served. 


ARTICLE   IX 

— OK  THE — 

Constitution  of  the  State  of  Colorado. 


EDUCATION. 

Section  i.  The  general  supervision  of  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law ; 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  Attorney  General,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  of 
which  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
President. 

Sec.  2.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, provide  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a 
thorough  and  uniform  system  of  free  public  schools 
throughout  the  State,  wherein  all  residents  of  the  State  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years  may  be  educa- 
ted gratuitously.  One  or  more  public  schools  shall  be 
maintained  in  each  school  district  within  the  State,  at  least 
three  months  in  each  year;  any  school  district  failing  to 
have  such  school  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  por- 
tion of  the  school  fund  for  that  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  public  school  fund  of  the  State  shall  for- 
ever remain  inviolate  and  intact;  the  interest  thereon,  only, 
shall  be  expended  in  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  of  the 
State,  and  shall  be  distributed  amongst  the  several  counties 
and  school  districts  of  the  State,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law.  No  part  of  this  fund,  principal  or  inter- 
est, shall  ever  be  transferred  to  any  other  fund,  or  used  or 
appropriated  except  as  herein  provided.  The  State  Treas- 
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urer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  this  fund,  and  the  same  shall 
be  securely  and  profitably  invested  as  may  be  by  law  di- 
rected. The  State  shall  supply  all  losses  thereof  that  may 
in  any  manner  occur. 

Sec.  4.  Each  County  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  school 
funds  belonging  to  his  county,  and  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts therein,  and  disburse  the  same  to  the  proper  districts 
upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  County  Superintendent,  or  by 
the  proper  district  authorities  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  The  public  school  fund  of  the  State  shall  con- 
sist of  the  proceeds  of  such  lands  as  have  heretofore  been, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  granted  to  the  State  by  the  General 
Government  for  educational  purposes;  all  estates  that  may 
escheat  to  the  State ;  also  all  other  grants,  gifts  or  devises 
that  may  be  made  to  this  State  for  educational  purpose. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  a  County  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  each  county,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two 
years,  and  whose  duties,  qualifications  and  compensation 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  Commis- 
sioner of  Lands  within  his  county,  and  shall  discharge  the 
duties  of  said  office  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board 
of  Land  Commissioners,  as  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  7.  Neither  the  General  Assembly,  nor  any  county, 
city,  town,  township,  school  district,  or  other  public  corpo- 
ration, shall  ever  make  any  appropriation,  or  pay  from  any 
public  fund  or  moneys  wrhatever,  anything  in  aid  of  any 
church  or  sectarian  society,  or  for  any  sectarian  purpose,  or 
to  help  support  or  sustain  any  school,  academy,  seminary, 
college,  university,  or  other  literary  or  scientific  institution, 
controlled  by  any  church  or  sectarian  denomination  what- 
soever ;  nor  shall  any  grant  or  donation  of  land,  money,  or 
other  personal  property,  ever  be  made  by  the  State,  or  any 
such  public  corporation,  to  any  church  or  for  any  sectarian 
purpose. 

Sec.  8.  No  religious  test  or  qualification  shall  ever  be 
required  of  any  person  as  a  condition  of  admission  into 
any  public  educational  institution  of  the  State,  either  as 
teacher  or  student;  and  no  teacher  or  student  of  any  such 
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institution  shall  ever  be  required  to  attend,  or  participate 
in,  any  religious  service  whatever.  No  sectarian  tenets  or 
doctrines  shall  ever  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  nor 
shall  any  distinction  or  classification  of  pupils  be  made  on 
account  of  race  or  color. 

Sec.  9.  The  Governor,  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, Secretary  oT  State  and  Attorney  General  shall 
constitute  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  who 
shall  have  the  direction,  control  and  disposition  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  State,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Land 
Commissioners  to  provide  for  the  location,  protection,  sale, 
or  other  disposition  of  all  the  lands  heretofore  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  granted  to  the  State  by  the  general  gov- 
ernment, under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law ;  and  in  such  manner  as  will  secure  the  maximum  pos- 
sible amount  therefor.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  granting  any  privileges  to  persons  who 
may  have  settled  upon  any  such  public  lands  subsequent  to 
the  survey  thereof  by  the  general  government,  by  which 
the  amount  to  be  derived  by  the  sale,  or  other  disposition 
of  such  lands,  shall  be  diminished,  directly  or  indirectly. 
The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  the  earliest  practicable  pe- 
riod, provide  by  law,  that  the  several  grants  of  land  made 
by  Congress  to  the  State  shall  be  judiciously  located  and 
carefully  preserved  and  held  in  trust  subject  to  disposal,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  respective  objects  for  which  said 
grants  of  land  were  made,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall 
provide  for  the  sale  of  said  lands  from  time  to  time,  and 
for  the  faithful  application  of  the  proceeds  thereof  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  said  grants. 

Sec.  11.  The  General  Assembly  may  require,  by  law, 
that  every  child  of  sufficient  mental  and  physical  ability 
shall  attend  the  public  school,  during  the  period  between  the 
ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years,  for  a  time  equivalent  to 
three  years,  unless  educated  by  other  means. 
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Sec.  12.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State,  at  the  first  general  election  under  this  Consti- 
tution, six  Regents  of  the  University,  who  shall  immedi- 
ately after  their  election  be  so  classified,  by  lot,  that  two 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  two  for 
four  years,  and  two  for  six  years  ;  and  every  two  years  after 
the  first  election  there  shall  be  elected  two  Regents  of  the 
University,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years.  The 
Regents  thus  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  constitute 
a  body  corparate,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of 
"  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  Colorado." 

Sec.  13.  The  Regents  of  the  University  shall,  at  their 
first  meeting,  or  as  soon  theaeafter  as  practicable,  elect  a 
President  of  the  University,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until 
removed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  for  cause ;  he  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board,  with  the  privilege  of 
speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  except  in  cases  of  a  tie ;  he 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  be  the  prin- 
cipal executive  officer  of  the  University,  and  a  member  of 
the  faculty  thereof. 

Sec.  14.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  the  University,  and  the  exclusive  control  and 
direction  of  all  funds  of,  and  appropriations  to,  the  Univer- 
sity. 

Sec  15.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  law,  provide 
for  organization  of  school  districts  of  convenient  size,  in 
each  of  which  shall  be  established  a  Board  of  Education, 
to  consist  of  three  or  more  directors,  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  district.  Said  directors  shall  have 
control  of  instruction  in  the  public  schools  of  their  respec- 
tive districts. 

Sec  16.  Neither  the  General  Assembly  nor  the  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  text 
books  to  be  used  in  the  public  schools.
